In response to the argument that prior art does not teach about "the terminal unit is part of 
record information or part of profile information". Dedrick teaches about client activity monitoring which is used to update a user profile 
(Col 5, lines 20-40). The terminal as claimed is a client requesting service on the behalf of a user. A user activity is monitor base on the 
user usage of the client system (terminal), which is consistent with the terminal use record that is being claimed. Dedrick teaches about a 
session manager that acts as an interface to a metering server (billing) (Col 5, lines 20-40). To establish a session in a network, the client 
(terminal) that is involved has to go through a setup process in which, information about the client (terminal) is used to set up the session. 
Dedrick teach about a content adapter 25 which modify a database base on a user preference (Col 5, lines 25-35). In this case, a video or 
an audio output (Col 6, lines 35-50). It would not be possible to output a video or and audio signal without having some information as to 
the client (terminal) within the profile information. 
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
